EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 

The batch of English papers brought by 
the Bteamcr Aolivo aro moro lhan usually 
interesting. The gigantic and muoh oppesed 
undertaking — llio construction of a canal 
across the Isthmus of Suez— id at length au 
accomplished foot. Alter seventeen years of 
obstructed but persistent labors, the indcfalig- 
rtblu French engineer, M. do Lesseps, lias 
connected the Mediterranean with the lied 
Boa. This id Iho moat, important victory 
France hus, during the present generation, 
achieved, and llio misfortuno is on our part 
that wo have boon obstructives iu the way 
ruthor than participators in tho glory. From 
tho lir.st moment when the great English Eu» 
gineer, Stephenson, risked his reputation by 
condemning the project until almost tho pre- 
sent timo, tho diplomacy of Great Britain has 
been wielded agnir.st it. Now it brought lur- 
ward Ihe opposition of the Sultan of Turkey, 
then the combined testimony of interested 
scientific men, until the undertaking seamed 
almost fruitless, The political obstruction* 
raised in the Eust were, however, after a time 
removed through the exertions of Louis Xn- 
poloon, und the ecientilic obstacles were taken 
vigorously in hand by M. do Ltssops, and to- 
day wo have the satisfaction ol knowing that 
a vested laden with coal has alroady passed 
from Ihe Mediterranean into tho Red 
,Sea. No single incident could revolu- 
tionize European commerce with the 
East so much as this. Several thousand 
miles will bo saved in the voyage to India, 
Australia, or China, and '• doubling the 
Capo of Uood Hope," bids fair to bocomo in 
the coiit.-o of a few years, almost a thing ol 
the past. Tho (oars nt first entertained by 
England that tho success of the undertakirg 
would jeopardise her influence in Indio und 
the East generally, will prove as years roll 
on entirely baseless. What benefits Europe 
in the aggregate must ultimately benefit 
England, and although France may just now 
be not only the recipient of all the honor, 
but of the principal commercial advantaged, 
Great Britain will speedily become a large 
participator in the commercial gains created 
by the new order of things.. Tho canal will 
for a time have an antagonistic influence on 
the Eastern routes by way of Punama ; but 
it will only be for a time. Tho new com- 
petitor Cor ihe Eastern trudc will stimulate 
the older rival to Irosh oxertions, and Ihe 
world generally will be the guiner. 

The details of tho failure of tho Atlantic 
telegraph are girea in full in the English 
papers. It appears that a Haw was discovered 
in iho cable (supposed to have becu caused 
intentionally by cue of tlio workmen on 
board) when the Great Eastern was 1,212 
miles our, and that the defect when it 
was found existed about six miles from 
whero tho vessel was On hauling in 
tho cable, it snapped when about two 
miles of it was got on board, and the ingen- 
uity ol the scientific men was taxed to get 
hold of the end thai sunk. The olfoits made 
proved suocosslul ; but although tho cable 
was grappled on tho bottom ol tho ocean 
and hauled up four successive times, showing 
the strides science lias made within tho last 
fmr years in oceanic matters, it could not be 
got on board, on nccount of the weakness ol 
the rope which was usod in the hauling, and 
it, therelore, was lelt finally to sink. It is 
douutlul whether any fresh efforts will now 
bo made beforo next May. 

Wholesale murders would seem now lo bo 
tho principal feature in the sensational world. 
We have been lately giving accounts ol 
Pritohard, and the supposed poisoner Sprague, 
who by the way has boen acquitted, but re- 
cent ndvices place us in possession ol even 
more cold-blooded villany, il that can be 
possiblo. A woman named VVinsor has just 
been sentenced to death at Kxotor tor mur- 
dering a child, ll appoars that she has led 
a most atrociously criminal career lor a con- 
siderable period, hav'rng mode infanticido a 
kind of bade. She had her scale of charges 
fur committing child murder, ranging from 
£3 to £5 a child, Owing to u defect in tl c 
trial she has boon respited, and may probably 
escape punishment altogether, It appears 
[hat iho murderess bad been tried at the 
previous ussizos on the same charge, and 
that tho j ui y, failing to agree, had been by 
llio judge imprudently discharged. Sub- 
sequently she was brought up, found guilly, 
and sentenced. Her counsel contends, how~ 
over, that according to English criminal law 
a prisoner cannot have his life placed in 
jeopardy twioe on the same charge, and 
the case is roferrod to the twelve judges. 
Another und most horrible murder was 
committed by a man named Forewood tdia.i 
Southoy. This man had been a billiard- 
marker and won at one time £1100 Irani a 
rotative ol tho Marl of Dudley. Not gelling 
paid lie applied to the Karl and was treated 
rather Btimmarily. This proyed upon his 
mind ami led, us ho says, lo the inhuman 
acts porpelrated. He had, although being 
already married, run away with another mar 
tied woman who had three children, These 
ho took to a codeo-bouso In London, 
whole ho engaged beds lor tho night. When 
the Bcrvunl wont to look alter llio children 
the nest day lliny were found dead, having 
been poisoned. A man named VVhito hear- 
in;; of the oiroumstanoe went to seo the 
children and recognized thorn as hitj own, ho 
being the husband of tho runaway wifo. 
Suspicion loll upon Southoy, thu alias of 
the murderer j but ho hud not yot it 
Rpeins linMiud Ids work. Be bad a wife and 
child living ut llamsgalo, whom ho had not 
toon for sovon years — to thorn bo immediately 
ropoired and sliol them both, when be was 
arrested. 



Whila tho approach of oholura— it has 
already roachod France— Is spreading alarm 
throughout Great Brituin, forcing the Gov- 
ernment and municipalities into all manner 
of sanitary rnoaBurcs and precaution!", a do 
slrujtive catllo discaso has been imported 
which hus been snooping oU tho oattlo ut a 
fearful rato. Tho evil has become almost as 
alarming as if it wore a human epidemic, aud 
Orders iu Council have been issuud regulating 
thu importation, sulo and treatment of stock. 
Ono gentlemnii maintains ho has discovered a 
ouro for thodisuase in inoculation, but whether 
ho has or not, moat has arisen and is rising to 
such fabulous prices, that none but the 
wealthy classes will tho presont year, at all 
events, be able to indulge in it. What makes 
tho manor moro distressing is tho fact that 
much of tiio moat sold is diseased and liablo 
in itself to produeo some fatal scourge with- 
out tho aid of importations. What betwoen the 
moral epidemic of murdor, tho physioal epi- 
demic of cholora, and tho political epidemic 
of Fcnianism, tho mother aountry is at present 
passing through a rather painful crisis.

Europe, Mexico, South America, 
California, etc.

FKOM MISSISSIPPI. 

New Yokk, Sept. 20. — A privnto let- 
ter from Mississippi soys, most of the mi- 
litia now being organized in that State, 
express tho determination not to bo mus- 
tered in under any other but the State 
ling — the Stars and Stripes. The same 
letter also says a regularly orgnnizod 
gang, composed of ex-rebel soldiers, baa 
recently boen formed in Vicksburg for the 
purpose of embarrassing, in every way 
possible, tho action of the government offi- 
cers in tho State. 

THE EASTERN STSAMEIt MAILS. 

New Yokk, Sept. 19.— The Atlantic 
Mail Company was on Saturday consoli- 
dated with the Pacific Mail Company, tho 
latter paying four and a~half million dol- 
lars for llio ships and appurtenances. 
Rumor says thero will be a weekly lino to 
California, in a few months at the outside. 

ODD FELLOWSHIP, — U. S, 0I1ANI> LODGE 
MI KITING. 

Baltimore, Sept. 18 — The annual 
meeting of the Grand Lodge of Indepen- 
dent Order of Odd Fellows of the United 
States, took place this uioriiiug, Grand 
Sire Isaac M. Voatch presiding. Repre- 
sentatives from nearly nil tho States in the 
Union, and several of the British Pro- 
vinces, were in attendance. This is the 
first occasion within itho past five years 
when brethren from nil parts of tho coun- 
try have assembled together. Mutual 
congratulations were interchanged, and 
much friendly feeling was evinced. 

KIRKS is NEW YORK. 

New York, Sept. 10. — The loss by fire 
yestertlny reaches three millions of dollars. 
Nine thousand dollars worth of cotton 
was destroyed, instead of nino hundred 
thousand as stated. 

New Y>kk, Sept. 20. — A firo this 
morning destroyed tho American rico 
mills, 111 South street, with their con- 
tents, and damaged the adjoining buildings 
occupied by Archibald M. Kontz, ship- 
chandler. The entire loss is between four 
and five million (?) dollars. 

THE COSTA RICA FO It HltA7.IL. 

New York, Sept. 21. — On tho Q8th, 
the Hteam-ir Costa Rica will leave New 
Vork for Rio Janeiro, being tho first ves 
scl of tho new line between New York 
and the cmpiro of Brazil. Tlio Costa 
Rica will touch at St. Thomas, West 
indies, and at Pernambuco. 

1 II E DEBT of CUBA. 

New York, Sept. 21 — Wo have Ha- 
vana dates to the 18th. A royal decree 
.says : The army in Cuba is to be reduced 
to ihe same fooling as before the campaign 
in San Domingo. 

This must imply a denial of tho state- 
ments that Spain was still determined to 
conquer Dominica. 

The Diana l>ela Hareiia declares, 
though without giving official authority, 
that the island now owes Spain soveuty- 
eight millions. In 1827, the debt 
amounted to one' hundred and twenty- 
seven millions, 

EUROPEAN WEWS. 

Farther Point, Sept. 10. — The Da- 
mascus from Liverpool on the 7th has ur- 
rived.

CANADA. 

A lot tcr from nn American Fenian to 
tho Dublin Ficeman contains the following 
interesting story i Tho Fonian is an organ- 
ization commenced about seven years ago 
for a very different object than thnt of 
freeing Ireland from the English yoke, 
it is not entirely composed of Irish. At 
the present moment it numbers many thou- 
sands of native Americans and American 
Germans, It has a largo treasure in its 
bureau. Tho exact number of enrolled 
members at tho beginning of last August 
was 273,681. Notwithstanding tho state- 
ments of tho Fenians at their gatherings 
in the United States tbut tho object is to 
free Ireland, that is not, tho case. Tho 
statements are put forward to mislead the 
public, and keep tho authorities off the 
scout. Tho object is to conquer Canada, 
and divido most of tho territory from tho 
yoke of Britnin on tho American continent 
among the exiles of Erin. The United 
States authorities do not only tolerate 
FonianiBin, but the movement is sanctioned 
by the Government, and ruled by So ward, 
Secretary of State. The laws and gov- 
erning rules of the society aro framed at 
Washington, printed in tho Government 
printing office, and sent free through the 
mails to every exile anil others in the 
Uuios. 

The London Post says the Fenians are 
commonly reported to be disaffected to 
the English Government, and to be en- 
gaged nightly in tho performance of mili- 
tary evolutions, preparatory, we presume, 
to tho adoption by them of the ulterior 
measures for gaining their end. What- 
ever theso may be, the only practicable 
consequences of a serious nature likely to 
arise out of their silly designs, will proba- 
bly fall upon the Fenians themselves. The 
conspiracy we believe to be exaggerated ; 
yet it docs not follow that more rcspoeto- 
blo persons of any property, intelligi nee 
or position, would for a mo' • , think of 
joining tho illegal gather ... ..iiich must 
naturally result in the guilty partios being 
sent to Spike or Portland. There is not 
a single respectable person connected 
with it. 

New York, Sept. 30. — A correspondent 
of a Philadelphia paper gines tho follow- 
ing in regard to the Fenian movement : 

Negotiations are pending for tho pur- 
chase of eight ocean steamers, intended 
to carry one thousond men. The purchase 
will be made before the first of October, 
There lias been an immense purchase of 
arms from the Government by parties 
supposed to be identified with Fenians. 
Preparations for further purchases are now 
uudor consideration.

I'KR MAIL STEAM KR. 
| From tho Sin Francisco I'lag. | 
IIURYINO THE DEAD AT ANDERSON VILLE. 

An expedition, undertaken by direction of 
tho Secretary of War, for the purpose of 
identifying and marking tjc gravi s of I'uion 
soldiers who died in the v i lo pen at Ander- 
sonville, has been u gratifying success. 
Twelve thousand five hundred gruvos wero 
located and mnrkod by nrat head boatds, 
inscribed with the namo. regiment ami dale 
of death of our heroes, II vo hundred only 
being marked " Unioa Soldicis, unknown." 
Fifty acres were enclosed by a neat fence, 
nnd several steps taken in the adornment of 
ihe forest cemetery thus enclosed. Tho work 
was completed on tho 10th insl. 

Caplain Mooro, who superintended the 
burial, is convinced that the stories ofcruel- 
ties practised upon Union prisoners at An- 
dersonville, were not exaggerations. The 
bloodhound pen is still standing on the road 
from tho stockade to tho cemetery, and the 
green, stagnant, loul smolling water of the 
prison brook, the cramped nnd wretched 
burrows, the dead line, the slaughter house, 
refuse and miseries of tho Blockade, may bo 
inspeotod even now. Miss Claia Barton ro- 
turued with the expedition. 

ARREST or XETCUUM, THE OHKAT APPROPRIA* 
TOR. 

Tho career of Kclchum whose enormous 
frauds have created so great an excitement, 
has boon short liv«>d. Il appears that be did 
not go out of New York at all, that he remain- 
ed in tho city disguised as a Cincinnati mer- 
ohant, and had a vary pleasant time ol il, 
barring the iccossity for "keeping shady."

TDK AND ERSON VILLI PRISON RECORDS. 

Tho records of tho Aodersonvillo Prison, 
captured by General Wilson and furnishod 
to tho expedition sunt to Andorsonvillo by 
ordor of Kocrotaiy Stanton to lay out a oom- 
etory nnd mark Iho gruvos of our soldiers 
who died in the prison at Hint place, have 
turned up missing sinco tho return of thu 
parly. One ol tho clorks of tho t^iiurlcr- 
muster'a Department who accompanied the 
expedition, and in whose hands Iho records 
wuro last sunn, has been placed under arrest 
by llio military authorities until ho can give 
a satisfactory aooount of tho disposition' ho 
mado of them. It is thought by some that if 
tho rooords wero Rlolon, instead of being 
lost, it was for tho purpose of preventing 
them boing usod as ovidcncn against Wirlz, 
tho keeper of Andorsonvillo Prison, now 
btiiiig tried by Uouvt-Martial. 



TI1K DEAD-LINE AT ANDKilSON VILLE.

WADE UAMPTON APPLIES FOR PARDON. 
Tho rebel ex-general, Wade Hampton, has 
reconsidered his sanguinary determination 
lo die in the last ditch of tho Southern C'on- 
fedoraoy, and now bellows iustily lor pardon. 
Who next ! Such applications (or pardon, 
us recommended themselves to the judgment 
of tho Attorney General, are again allowed 
to bo forwarded to tho While Houso. Among 
them the President occasionally finds an in- 
dividual entitled to immediate pardon. All 
others have to wail. 

THE PROVISIONAL UOVBRNURS.

So far from being true, it is ascer J 
tainud that tho Provisional Governors uro 
now ncting according to tho policy indicated 
by the Executive) authority, and are thorefora 
puisuing each n course as will best comport 
with iho loyal sentiment of iho country. — 
Original union men will not bo ignored or 
overlooked us agents in the great work of 
pacification, and whatever eriors may havo 
been committed in Ihis respect will soon be 
remedied. 

RKl RIJITINS TOR TDK REGULAR A R.M V. 

Returns received at the Provost Marshal 
General's ofiico show an increased activiiy in 
recruiting for tho regular army. Regiments 
which a few months ago numbered only two 
and Ihree hundred men, now number five, six 
and seven hundred. 

RESTRICTIONS REMOVED. 

Tho President has, by proclamation, re- 
moved ihe last restrictions upon trade with 
the South, iud now the people thero may buy 
as many guns and as much powder as ihey 
can get.

He decoyed his victim 
into the woods anil then shot bin). The peo- 
ple gave him a jury trial, convicted him on 
ihe testimony of the woman, and thon hung 
him. 

ANDERSON VILLE CRU ELTIKS. 

Kefoio ihe Wirlz Military Commission Mr[ 
Thomas C. Allcock, who was a prisoner al 
Anderson ville, testified as to Wirt/.'s searching 
and taking from him SI50 in gold and 52S 1 1 in 
greenbacks, and a breastpin and ring, which 
were never returned. He saw Wirlz kill a 
weak man by shooting him with a revolver, 
merely because ho asked lo go out to take a 
little fresh air. Tho witness, for remonstrat- 
ing against Ibis act of cruelly, wus fastened 
with a ball and chain, but got loose and mado 
his escape. Sergeant Corbolt gavo his ac- 
count of the Andorsonvillc Prison, represent- 
ing it to bo a depository of lillh. Men wero 
lying around thu swamp there in Ihe most 
horrible condition, and one man diod, ho be- 
hoved from ihe eflects of lice. Maggots and 
Hies gathered iu Ihcir sores. The food was 
insufficient, even when the prisoners received 
doublo rations. Tho witness testified as to 
his own experience of being chased by blood 
hounds. Two brothers named Brown, hav- 
ing bucu examined and testified to instances 
of cruelly by Uaptain Wirlz, tho counsel for 
tho prisoner, taking offouco at some remarks 
made by the Court, abandoned tho case and 
retired. The Judge Advocate was then 
charged with Ihe conduct ol the ilelenoo, aud 
the Court adjourned. 

CALIFORNIA NEWS- 

DAKI-.. . AND SUCCESSFUL FEAT ON I HE 
TIGHT HOIK. 

San Fran, isco, Sept. 27.— The Over- 
land Lino resinned work at -1 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

About ij,OO0 persons wore present at 
the Cliff House . to-day to witness Mr. 
Junius Cooke perform tho feat of walking 
a tight rope from the Cliff House to Seal 
Itock. At 12. 15 P.M. precisely, Cooke 
stepped upon tho 'rope at the Cliff House 
und started out on his perilous journey, 
tlio crowd .standing in awe-struck silence, 
not a word being spoken, so intense was 
the interest of all beholders. Ho progres- 
sed finely until within 1 00 feet of the rock, 
when a guy, which had been poorly se- 
cured, gave way, and the strong breeze 
which had sprung up causing the ropo to 
swingivioleutly from side to side, ho slip 
pod, lost his footing, and droppud astride 
tho ropo, his balancing polo falling into 
the sua. lie thou drew himself by his 
hands along the rope to the rock, where 
the polo was handed him by tho boatman 
who had picked It up as it arose to Ihe 
surface, and after about five minutes pas- 
sed in resting himself, the exertion having 
completely unnerved him, he stopped oul 
fresh once more upon the ropo and walked 
steadily towards the shoro ; near tho cen- 
tre tho ropo swayed badly, but ho ap- 
peared to have made up bis mind that a 
failure this time was not on the bills, and 
without a pause or moment's hesitation ho 
continued his walk to the end. ..v. 

As ho neared the shore tho excitement 
became intense and it required tho active 
efforts of a number of policemen to clenr 
tho landing so that ho could step upon 
tho solid ground. The crowd, which cov- 
ered the whole faco of the Ciiff Houso, 
balcony nnd i oof, and tho whole bench 
below, (or the first time broko Bilonce, and 
one tromondous hurrah ! hurst from the 
lips of thousands. In nn instant the 
crowd, men, women, and children, rushed 
toward biol to shako biro by llio hand, and 
it whs Homo minutes before he could reach 
tho Cliff IIou30 to resume his usual up- 
Birol.
